Sir:—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the operations and condition of the treasury for the past two 
years, from December 5, 1892, to the close of business Decem- 


ber 1, 1894. 
REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES.

4. Report of the 


This statement shows that the balances on hand at the date 
of my first report, December 5, 1892, and the regular receipts 
of the past two years were ample to meet the appropriations of 
1893 and 1894, the payment of which in full as required hav- 
ing been interrupted only by the locking up of $60,000 of 
Territorial funds in the suspended . Territorial depository July 
3, 1893, although at that time this was nearly half the Terri- 
torial cash balance on hand. With the dividends made by the 
suspended banks, 45 per cent. by the Albuquerque National - 
Bank, and 30 per cent. by the New Mexico Savings Bank & 
Trust Company, and with the revenues received since the sus- 
pension, the Treasurer has been able to meet all demands as 
presented, and estimates that he will be able to pay, on Janu- 
ary 1, 1895, out of surplus funds available for that purpose, at 
least $25,000 of the $37,000 penitentiary bonds due that day. 
The $71,000 of these bonds due July 1, 1894, were exchanged 
for the penitentiary refunding bonds authorized by section 11, 
chapter 61, Laws of 1893. Were it not for the $32,000 of 
Territorial funds still tied up in the suspended banks, the sur- 
plus Territorial funds would be ample to pay the $37,000 peni- 
tentiary bonds still outstanding of an original issue of $75,000 
ten years ago, due January 1, 1895; as matters are, it will be 
necessary to refund about $12,000 of these bonds. 


The annual interest charge of the Territory is now $57,040 
on a bonded debt of $927,000, or an average rate of about 
6 15-100 per cent. This charge will be reduced by the pay- 
ment of penitentiary bonds January 1, 1895, to 855,160 on 
$900,000, an average rate of about 6 12-100 per cent. If the 
interest is paid promptly at all times without delav or default, 
this annual charge can be reduced, as the time approaches when 
the Territory can begin payment, or refunding at a lower rate 
of interest, of its bonded debt, to 5 per cent., and possibly to 
4 per cent. perannum. ‘This process of payment, or refunding, 
will be open to the Territory in May, 1897, November, 1897, 
and May, 1898, on $150,000 current expense bonds issued in 
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lots of $50,000 each ien years prior to those dates, and for 
other issues extending from 1907 til the maturity of the 
various issues; and to enable the Territory to secure this re- 
duction in its annual interest charge, ample and careful pro- 
vision should be made for its prompt payment In my last re~ 
port I called attention to the necessity of authorizing the 
Treasurer to borrow funds temporarily whenever it might be 
necessary, in any contingency, for the prompt payment of the 
interest on the Territorial debt, so that no default in its pay- 


` ment might occur from accidental causes, such as delay in the 


payment of taxes, defalcations of collectors, or suspension of 
depository banks. No action in this direction was taken by 
the Legislature, and I repeat the suggestion, for, armed with 
this power, scareely any contingency could arise making such. 
defaults unavoidable There is no limitation to the power of 


‘a Territory to borrow money for this purpose. During the 


past four years the interest has always been promptly met, 
though several times, owing to alack of money in the funds 
appropriated for that purpose, the Treasurer has had to advance 
it from other funds with some violence to the taw regulating 


such transfers. 
COURT FUND. 


Under section 18 of the appropriation bill of 1893 thee 
has been turned over to the county tieasurers $63,513.02, be- 
ing 30 per cent. of the tax of 1892 levied and collected, of 
63 mills for Territorial purposes for the 44th fiscal year, to 
meet the county court expenses for that year. Schedule No. 
1 gives the distribution of this sum by counties. The present 
court fund appropriation for the Territory provides no fund 
for expenses of actions brought or defended by the Territory. 
It is absolutely necessary that there should be an appropriation 
of a few hundred dollars for this purpose.

OUTSTANDING WARRANTS. 


Under the provisions of the last proviso of section 7, chap- 
ter 61, Laws of 1898, the outstanding warrants of the Terri- 
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tory, payable out of the general fund not otherwise appropri- 
ated, being principally those issued prior to March 4, 1889, 
when the existing financial system went into effect, have been 
funded into bonds to the amount of $99,000, and there remain 
outstanding warrants of this description to the amount of 
$562.15, for the payment of which, on presentation, there are 
funds in the treasury; the appropriation for “interest on out- 
standing warrants” should be discontinued, and an annual ap- 
propriation of $5,940 for “interest on refunding bonds of 
1893” substituted therefor. 


COMPENSATION OF ASSESSORS. 


This appropriation for 1893 and 1894 has been paid in full, 
but owing to a change made in the appropriation bill of 1898, 
in paying assessors 5 per cent. on the total amount of taxes 
assessed instead of 5 per cent on the taxes actually collected 
and paid over, an appropriation of about $20,000 should have 
been made for each of those years instead of the $11,000 appro- 
priated. The unpaid claims of the assessors for these years 
should be provided for either by payment out of any surplus 
funds found available for the purpose, or by a deficiency appro- 
priation in the 46th fiscal year. 

In this connection І ‹ Ш your attention to some uncertainty 
as to the compensation of assessors in the salary law which goes 
into effect January 1, 1895, in that it-gives the assessors two 
per cent. on all property assessed by them instead of all taxes 
upon all property assessed by them. It also provides that “the 
amounts which would be due the assessors for assessing the dif- 
ferent Territorial funds shall be deducted by the collector from 
the different funds so assessed and collected and turned in to 
the county treasurer for the assessor of that county.” This lan- 
guage leaves some uncertainty as to what provision, if any, has 
been made for the pay of the assessors for making the assess- 
ment of 1895; under existing law the money for this payment 
must come from the tax of 1894, half of which is payable Jan- 
uary 1 and the other half July 1, 1895; unless the collectors

deduct the assessors’ fees from this tax, there will be no fund 
for paying such fees for 1895, and yet the basis of the payment 
of assessors for 1895 appears in the salary law to be the amount 
assessed by them in that year, which can not under existing law 
be definitely ascertained until September, 1895. It will be well 
by proper amendment to make these points clear, certain and 
unmistakable, — 


COMPARISON OF APPROPRIATIONS AND CASH RECEIPTS FROM TAX 
ve LEVIES. 


Schedule No. 2 gives the assessed valuation, rate of taxation, 
arithmetical product and cash product of the tax levies, and the 
percentage of the latter to the second, of 1892 and 1898 for the 
payment and expenditures of the 44th fiscal year, from March, 
1898, to March, 1894, and for the 45th fiscal year, from March, 
1894, to March, 1895, and Schedule No. 3 gives the total appro- 
priations for these years and the percentage of the cash 1eceipts 
from the tax levies available for their payment From these tables 
it appears that the tax of six and one-half mills for Territorial 
purposes for the expenditures of 1893 has produced in cash 
$206,887 to meet appropriations during that year amounting to 
$189,310, although a large portion of this cash product did not 
come into the treasury until after the close of the fiscal year for 
the appropriations of which it was intended, and that the tax of — 
six mills for Territorial purposes levied in 1893 for the expenses 
of 1894 has thus far produced in cash $153,764 to meet $176,- 
310, amount of the appropriations of 1894. -The object of 
these tables is to show what rate of taxation will be necessary 
to bring into the treasury sufficiet funds to meet the appro- 
priations. payable out of the tax as the expenditure is required 
during each year. In my last report I showed that then each 
mill of taxation produced about $33,000 actual cash revenue. 
The product of the past two years has not quite held up to this 
figure, owing to a reduced assessment due to exemptions, 
shrinkage in values and the general business deptession pre- 
vailing. The tax of 1892 has produced less than $32,000 per

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mill of taxation, and it is nob thought that the tax of 1893 will 
produce much above $30,000 per mill of taxation. It appears, 
then, that in fixing a rate of taxation for Territorial purposes 
for the coming two years, it will not be safe to estimate а 
higher product than $31,000 per mill of taxation, and the rate 
of taxation should be regulated on this basis by the amount of 
the annual appropriations. 


DISPOSITION OF TERRITORIAL MONEYS. 


The last Legislature directed the deposit of these moneys in 
banks, as stated in section 5, chapter 61, Laws of 1898, an ar- 
rangement which has worked satisfactorily, and to which, with 
some slight amendment, there can be little objection. Un- 
fortunately, the last clause of the section designated the Albu- 
querque National Bank as the general Territorial depository 
without requiring security. In the opinion of those most 
familiar with banking matters in the Territory, it was thought 
that the weakest bank in the Territory had been selected, and 
bad results from this action were anticipated, Owing to the 
insistence of the Governor, a bond was required from the general 
depository. As soon as this was approved and filed, early in 
May, 1893, the Territorial cash was deposited in the designated 
depository, which did not hold it open to use quite sixty days, 
closing its doors July 3, 1893, at which time it had on deposit 
$56,395.42 of Territorial money. This interfered for a time 
with the full and prompt payment of claims against the Terri- 
tory, but, with the dividends subsequently made by the sus- 
pended banks and revenues received, I have been able to re- 
lease all that portion of this locked-up money pertaining to 
the active funds, and have placed the entire amount still held 


‚ in these banks, $32,014, in the license fund and the special defi- > 


cit fund, 44th fiscal year, from which there are no claims to 
be paid. То secure this balance, or such portion of it as may 
nof be paid in future dividends of the suspended banks, there 
are on file in my office the three bonds as set out in Schedule 
No. 4, which contains full details of the disposition of Terri- 
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torial moneys on December 1, 1894, and the security held 
therefor, and the amount of interest received thereon. I see 
no reason to doubt that the Territory will ultimately receive | 

` full payment of the balances, principal and interest, due from 
these suspended banks,-if the proper steps are taken against 
the sureties on their bonds before such action is barred by 
limitation. The rate of interest to be paid by the depository 
banks is not stated in the law, nor is it definitely stated who is 
to establish the rate. A minimum rate of 3 per cent. is given, 
and this is the rate which all the banks have paid, as I was 
unable to see my way clearly to securing_a higher rate, taking 

_ the section altogether, although it is possible that a higher rate 
could have been secured if the law contained the requisite pro- 
visions to obtain that result. 


THE SEMI-ANNUAL TAX PAYMENTS. 


The change from an annual payment of taxes on November 
156 of each year to a semi-annual payment on January and July 
ist, made two years ago, has worked smoothly and without 
detriment as far as the financial interests of the Territory are 
concerned, to the best of my observation. The average cash 
balance on hand in the treasury under the old system was 
$175,000, and has been under the new $141,650, under & some- 
what higher rate of taxation. 


LEGISLATIVE EXPENSER. 


I call your attention fo the necessity of ai appropriation in 
the fiscal years when the Legislature meets for its contingent 
expenses. The last three Legislatures have each expended 
from $14,000 to $25,000 for the pay of clerke, employes and 
committee expensés. The payment of these expenses, no 
previous appropriation having been made, the Legislature has 
generally directed to be made “out of any funds in the treas- 
ury." The result of such a provision has been to cause a 
shortage in the particular funds out of which the payments 
were made, except when there were surplus funds on hand. 


~ 
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Ordinarily the appropriations for the particular funds have not 
been inexcess of the accounts payable from them. It is vicious 
legislation to make appropriations to just the extent needed to 
make regular payments; and then saddle other payments on the 


same appropriations, and seriously impairs the orderly.conduct 


of the Territorial finances. For the 31st Legislative Assembly 
no regular provision can now be made, but it will be well to 
make an appropriation in the 47th fiscal year covering the 
probable expenditures of this character of-the 32nd Legislative 
Assembly. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Up to the date of this report there have been issued $96,000 
casual deficit bonds of the Territory in payment of claims 
against the Territory unpaid because of the failure of the cash 
receipts from taxes to equal the appropriations for the 42nd and 
48rd fiscal years, and to a small extent for the two preceding 
years. Owing to the depressed state of affairs the holders of these 
bonds were not able to realize as high a price for them as was 
hoped, but it is within the knowledge of the Treasurer that 
quite a block of these bonds was sold to investors at par and 
accrued interest, demonstrating the practicability of floating a 
five per cent. Territorial bond at par under more favorable mone- 
tary conditions. Payments to the various hospitals are now 
made by requisition on the Treasurer, 16 will be better to have 
these payments follow the general rule of payment by the war- 
rant of thé Auditor. The Treasurer has now to submit these 
requisitions to the Auditor to certify to the amount of bills paid 
monthly covered by the requisition, and it is difficult to see any 


_good reason for this departure from the general law that all 


payments shall be made by the warrant of the Auditor. 
THE TERRITORIAL DEBT. 


The last schedule of this report contains a detailed state- 
ment of the Territorial debt. Of the total amount of this 
debt, $544,700 has been caused by an excess of Territorial 
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expenditures over receipts from January 1, 1887, to March 
1, 1898, a period of six and a quarter years, showing an 
average deficit during that period of over $87,000. The process 
of funding these annual deficits has added over $33,000 to the 
annual interest charge of the Territory, that is if the Territory 
had avoided these deficits by reduced expenditures or met them 
by increased taxation it would have avoided this interest charge 
which must now be met for many years to come, Attention is 
called to these facts not for the purpose of lamenting over the 
past, but in the hope that their consideration may serve to pre- 
vent similar experiences in the future. The balance of this debt, 
$383,000, was ineurred for the construction and equipment of 
public buildings.
